OCR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


In our local columns we present a 


correct exhibit of all matters con 
nected with the public schools of tho 
county. It should engross the at- 
tention of every reader who has the 
welfare of the county at heart. It is 
a subject upon which all should keep 
•themselves 
thoroughly 
informed. 


The man without a family and the 
man of family should work shoulder 
by shoulder for any movement tend- 
ing the better to perfect our public 
school system. Personal considera- 
tions, individual likes and dislikes, 
social equality, party or sect feelings, 
should not be allowed to interfere as 
against any measure or policy allied 
•with the greatest boon guaranteed to 
oar children. The more and better 
our public schools, so much are we 
the gainer, and the better and more 
favorably are we looked upon by our 
neighbors. According to our Coun- 
ty Superintendent them is danger 
that some of the schools will not be 
able to afford the proper facilities 
half of the coming school year. The 
estimated expanses show that the 
achool funds must receive a larger 
proportion of our taxes, and we cor- 
dially agree with his suggestion that 
the per cent, be increased, and we 
direct the attention of our Board of 
Commissioners to the mntfer. Wo 
have no reason to permit our school 
rooms to become empty, except dur- 
ing vacation season. We have no 
right to thus retard the education of 
the youth of this county. 
Wo must 


keep the schools in operation if to do 
so we shall stop the machinery of 
every other department of the county 
government. We must not only do 
this, but we ought to make a rapid 
stride forward on this question, by 
providing 
and 
furnishing better 


school facilities than is or can be 
offered by any county in tbe State 
True we have contributed toward a 
Female seminary, that will be an he n 
or an>l pride to oar town and ooun 
ty, and something of which we can 
proudly boast.

•istant secretaries at $2.200 n year to 
do the work of the private secretary 
two clerks at $2,500 to do the wprk 
of the assistant secretaries (laughter) 
a steward at $2,000 to supply the 
President's table with tho choicest 
•wines and richest viands that could 
tempt or satiate his appetite; with 
86,000 a year for books, periodicals, 
stationery, telegram*, and (a comical 
pause) other contingencies; what 
that meant he did not know, but 
thanked Qod for the contingencies

A PAINT MINIS.—A gentluian from

He says tbst the paint is in streaks of 
varipus colors, and that it fuels just 
tbe same as white lead grotind in oil. 
There is an abundance ef the stuff 
and all who have seen it are of the 
opinion that it is fur superior to any 
native paiut yet found in any part of 
the world. He says that in places 
where they are digging for sulphur 
the ground is so hot at tho depth of 
four or five feet that the sulphur 
found can hardly be held in the 
nuked baud. The prospecting oper- 
ations are being conducted iu a re- 
gion of extinct hot springs, but it 
would seem that they will not be 
able to sink to any considerable 
depth before coming upon ground 
that is still nearly red-hot. The cin-

claims are being staked off iu every 
direction. Numerous sulphur claims 
are nlso being located. In some 
places solid mosses of sulpur are 
reached upon the removal, of from 
three to five feet of surface soil.—
